only Conform himſelf to che Plurality of 
Voices, in all things that concern'd the 
Intereſts of the Empire, and contribute all 
that lay in his Power to induce the Em- 
peror and the Empire, to renew their an- 
cient Friendſhip and good Correſpondence 
with the King.

He was afterwards with great Magnificence - 
Crowned by Arch-Biſhop Hubert in St, Am- 
breſe Church, with an Jron Crown, the an- 
tient Monument of the Kingdom of 7raly 
He alſo confirmed all the antient Privileges 
of the People of Milan, and made them 
many noble and large Preſents; from hence 
being accompanied by the Arch-Biſhop, he 
went to Belogna' by the Amilian way, and 
was received by the People in Tents without 
the City, in a moſt ſolemn and auguſf man- 


her; be did every Body juſtice, and granted 


all the Requeſts that were made to him: 
Then paſling over the Appennine, he jour- 
ney'd through Tuſcany, and the Cities where- 
ever he came, offering him their Keys, he 
tetuxped them again with Gifts and great 
Nn and then he met the Pope at Vi-

In the Year 1210, ſays that Hiſtorian, Otho | a 
the Emperor being mindful of the Oath 
he had taken, when the Pope allowed and 
approved of his Title to the Empire, that 
he would preſerye the Laws and Dignity 
of the Empire, and recover the loſt Rights 
thereof, as far as lay in his Power; he ap- 
pointed ſeveral Perſons to enquire into the 
Rights of the Empire, and to make Report 
to him upon Oath of the Particulars diſ- 
covered by them; and when he had learnt 
what Things, Countries and Places had been 
unjuſtly or fraudulently alienated, from it, 
he endeavoured to reſume them: This was 
the Ground of the great Difference that hap- 
pened between the Emperor and the Pope, 
which laſt, during the Vacancy of the Impe- 
rial Throne, had ſeized upon ſeveral Chatel- 
lenaries and other Things that appertain'd to 
the Empire; and the Emperor determining to 
recover the ſame, this is that which .upjuſt- 
ly incenſed the Pope againſt him : The Em- 
peror alſo bore hard apon Frederick King of 
Sicily, who, as as well as the Pope, during 
the Vacancy, uſurped divers Places. The 
Pope, from the Emperor's Proceedings in 
the Recovery of the juſt Rights of the 
Empire, took Occaſion frequently to admo- 
niſh him by Nuncio's and Letters, to forbear 
moleſting the Church, and the King parti, 
4; _ culacly ;

baſſadors, made Anſwer; ſaid he, If the 
< Pope deſires unjuſtly to poſſeſs the Rights

Laſtly, when the Pope would not abſolve 
him of the faid Oath which was wont to 
be taken by all the Emperors at their In- 
auguration upon the Holy Bible, and that 
the Emperor on the contrary- would not part 
with the Rights of the Empire, which for 
the moſt part he had already recovered, the 
Pope proceeded to excommunicate him. 
The Emperor returning the Year follow- 
ing into Germany, held a Diet at Narem- 
lung, in the Month of May 1112, whither all 
Princes of Germany were ſummoned to 
appear: There he ſet forth the Perfidy of 
the Romans in the Slaughter of a great ma- 
ny noble and illuſtrious Perſons, and at large 
detected the unjuſt Requeſts and vile De- 
ceits of the Pope himſelf and then exhort- 


ed the Princes, not to be daſtardly, and

He added farther, that he was ready to 
reſign up the Empire, if ſo be the Princes and

In the Vear 1 365, a moſt dangerous War 
broke out between Albert Duke of Brunſ- 
wick, and Frederick Landgrave of Heſs; Al- 


bert, ſirnamed Salzan, Duke of Lein and Em 


bec, by his Hercinian Subjects Depredationds 
in Tburing ia, did the Landgrave much Miſ- 
chief; upon which the Landgrave ſent Am- 
baſſadors to Albert to expoſtulate the Matter, 
they laid down before bim their Complaints, 
pray'd, that the Ways might be ſafe for 
Husbandmen and Travellers; that it became 
a Prince, if he ſuffered any Injuries, not to 
diſlemble them. The Envoys did not meet 
with fuch a Reception and Anſwer as they ex- 
pected; but being diſmiſsd without Geremo- 
ny, the Landgrave drew together a great Ar- 
my out of the Neighbouring Proyinces; and 
making them up to the Number of eighteen 
Thouſand Men, Albert on his Part was not 
negligent. to make Preparations for bis De- 
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
